WAS IN CHARGE OF A MISSOURI 
PACIFIC TRAIN THAT WAS 
HELD UP. 


HE NARRATES WHAT TOOK PLACE 


A Signed Statement In the St. Louis 
Republic—Engineer Lister Has 
Like Story 
In the S t.- 
Louis Daily Star, 


Conductor “ Tom" C. 
Butts, 
who 
was in charge of Missouri Pacific 
train No, 8 when it wa.s held up and 
robbed near Gleficoe, I\T6., last Fri­ 
day night, had the following signed 
account of the robbery 
in 
the 
St. 
Louis Republic of Sunday: 
We left Pacific at 9 :32 p. m., Fri­ 
day, twelv e minutes late, and were 
going along at a good clip, about a 
mile and a half east of Eureka, when 
the train began to slow up. 
No or­ 
ders had been receiv ed for any place 
befbrc we reached Valley Park, and 1 
immediately went to the front of the 
smoker to see what v /as the matter. 
Before I could get to the front the 
train came to a 
stop 
and 
then 
started up again. 
By the time I reached the smoker 
the train was at a stop and I stepped' 
on the front platform 
and 
looked 
ahead past the baggage and express 
car toward the engine to see what the 
trouble was. 
As I stuck my head out past the 
line of cars, sev eral shots were fired 
from up toward the engine, 
and

saw a man coming down the track. I

It had been scarcely a 
minute since I left the front of the 
smoker after I heard the shots, but 
saw the engine being run on ahead 
with the two mail cars.

I then got off the train and started 
brward. 
The next minute the mail 
clerks came running toward the train, 
saying there w^as a hold-up and that 
hree masked men, who entered the 
mail car, had forced them to get out. 


Was Roughest Country. 
The spot where 
the 
hold-up 
oc­ 
curred is at the end of a stretch of 
straight track near a high bluff in a 
v ery rough part of St. louis county 
about tw'enty-eight miles west of S 
Louis. 
1'lie train w’as 
stopped 
d 
rectly in front of the Lome of ol 
man J ennings, whose son w^as hanged 
in St. Charles, Ma, ^ m e time ago. 
I went up the embankment to see 
if there was any telephone in the 
J ennings* house, but ev erything was 
dark. 
I then walked back about 
mile and a half to Eureka, woke up 
the station agent and notified the su 
perintendent’s office at J efferson City 
of the hold-up. 
One of the employes of the main 
tenance of w^ay department 
of 
the 
railway accompanied 
me 
on 
this 
rough and dark walk ov er the track 
to Eureka. 
I do not 
remember his 
name. 
He was one of a party on the 
train. 
I then w^alked back to the train to 
wait for a relief engine. The passen­ 
gers had I'esigned themselv es to their 
situation by this time. 
It was about 
10:50 p. m. w'hen I reached Eureka 
and about 11:30 when I got back to 
the train. 
I think it w’as about 9 :46 
p. m. when the hold-up occurred. 
Freight Engine to Rescue. 
A freight engine w^hlch follow'ed us 
into Eureka was sent out to our cars 
and pushed 
us 
into Valley Park, 
where we arriv ed about 12:30 Satur­ 
day morning.

Friday 
were held at Woodlawn

It w'as 2:23 this morning 
w'hen we finally reached union sta 
tion. 
The two mail cars and engine we 
found near the Valiey Park depot. A 
large number of registered mail bagi 
had been cut open and the letters 
opened and scattered about the cars. 
The men w'ere gone. 
I am satisfied 
that at least two of the robbers wero 
or had been 
railroad 
men.

of an engine and train perfectly. 
No 
man but a railroad man could hav e 
done the w'ork as they did it. 
Train No. 8 carried about forty pas­ 
sengers into St. Louis from Kansas 
City.

vorcee i.s an innocent lambk in. 
Cincinnati recently came 
to 
the 
front with those who had sep arated. 
The Women’s Christian Temp erance 
I’nion of that city discovered that 
there had been 2,700 wife desertions 
in that city alone in three mr.ntha. 
It was going to write to President 
Taft on the situation and call lor the 
same p unishment for wife de.sertioii 
that ex isted in the navy and army for 
desertion there—death. 
Any observ­ 
ing man can anywhere see twenty 
sep arated p ersons to one that is di­ 
vorced. 
But what is the cause of all this 
desertion, sep aration 
and 
divorce? 
The Chicago Record-Hcrald gave a 
chap ter on the subject recenlly. 
It 
was headed, “Div’orce Wave Is I..aid 
to Schools hy Kx i>ert.” Miss F.da M* 
Haas, of Columbus, Ohio, an insp ector 
of work shop s, had amp le op p ortunity 
to see the inner work ings of ordinary 
p eop le’s lives, and she ooncbidcd that 
the p op ular p ublic school education 
so unfitted girls for the stations of 
wile and mother that they made hus­ 
band’s lives unbearable, with sep a­ 
ration or divcrco called for as the 
resiilt. 
I have been uttering this fact for 
long years myself, and I oonimend to 
Mr. Murp hy find all others its con­ 
sideration. If Mr. Murp hy can throw 
out any legislation that will mak e a 
more substantial race of young p eop le 
and a less giddy race, he will attain 
his end of p urifying things mairimo- 
nial q uite beyond anything ho is at­ 
temp ting in the p resent line. 
Girls 
and boys must be brought up to work 
in their resp ective lines—that is the 
bottom of the matter. 
London’s new lord mayor, Sir John 
Knlll, has come to the conclusion that 
this thing of work must be revived, 
and he will mak e it the esp ecial fea­ 
ture of his administration to see that 
the ap p renticeship system is revived. 
To do this comp ulsory education and 
child labor laws must go. and liberty 
and labor made the slogan of the 
masses rather than “study and p lay, 
as at p resent. As the Boston Travel­ 
er w’ell says, w'e want the ap p rentice 
removed in this country just as badly 
as they do in England. 
So this is 
the end for Mr. Murp hy to begin. 
The longest way round is the shortest 
way
